Adlai Raps Soviet 
For Congo Tactics 


UNITED NATIONS (AP)—U:S. delegate Adlai E. Steven- 
son Tuesday accused the Soviet Union of obstructing U.N. et- 
forts in the Congo and of injecting into the U.N. Congo debate 
“the most destructive spirit of the cold war.” 

“The Soviet Union does not 


want the United Nations to suc- 
ceed in the Congo,” Stevenson 
told the U.N. General Assembly. 

Stevenson spoke after Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gro- 
myko had denounced U.N. Sec- 
retary General Dag Hammar- 
skjold “as an accomplice and 
organizer” of the slaying of de- 
posed Congolese leader Patrice 
Lumumba. 

Gromyko demanded the dis- 
missal of the Genera 
withdrawal of the U.N. Forces 
from the Congo within a month 
and a thorough overhauling of 
the whole U.N. structure. 

Stevenson called Gromyko's 
attack on Hammarskjold wild. 
irresponsible and absurd.” 

“We haven't even been spared 
the charge of an accomplice of 
murder,” he said.

SEOUL (UPI)—Helmeted policemen fired tear gas grenades 
into a mob of howling demonstrators Wednesday after they 
marched on the home of Premier John M. Chang calling for the

Two hundred combat

The total for Russian-seized 
vessels was 33 less than the 
preceding year. 

MSA called attention, how- 
ever, to the fact that ships con- 
fiscated by the Soviet Union 
was increasing. Those forfeited 
last year numbered 45, or 77 per 
cent of the total. 

Those returned to Japan, on 
the other hand, numbered 14, 
with a combined crew of 467. 

The seized fishermen were 
usually allowed to return after 
about 6 to 12 months of deten- 
tion, with the exception of skip- 
pers and chief fishermen who 
received prison terms ranging 
from one to two years. 

The Republic of Korea cap- 
tured six Japanese fishing boats 
in the Rhee line area last year. 
The ships carried a total of 52 
crewmen.

“L’Affaire d'Une Nuit,” play- 
ing at New Toho, is the kind of 
film that could get produced 
only in France, in ris in 
particular, and that only by a 
non-nouvelle vaguist like Henri 
Verneuil steeped in old French 
humor.

The film’s tone is kept at the 
level of simple wonderment at 
the sexual power which con- 
verts complete strangers into 
compelling mutual 
tions. 


Restraint practiced general- 
ly in direction and acting helps 

tensify the comic effect—the 

tter-of-factness of Pierre 
Mondy, for instance, as he 
sternly looks over the awed 
couple with his upturned chin 
while ritualistically lathering it 
for a morning shave. 


The film solves no problem. 
Even as a partner of a one- 
night-stand, the girl, played with 
cool, unforced humor by Pascal 
Petit, is an eraspera 
enough creature, with her in- 
cessant eating habit, to her wor- 
ried lover played with appro- 
priate timidity by Roger Hanin 
who has altogether much more 
to lose in the deal than 
Petit. 


Director Verneull has a way 


But he knows how to 
make the best use of what we 
know. His secret of making 
what is completely fictitious— 
for the film is actually nothing 
more than that —look like a 
daily occurrence lies in his 
sheer ability to establish a cer- 
tain tone of his own in his 
film which alone is responsible 
for the illusion of dailiness. 
Life, despite or rather because 


each one of us, becomes sudden- 
ly alive and interesting like a 
long, unsuspected world of 
pleasure such as it is spelled 
out in this intriguing film.

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One of the most delightful 
and visually exciting films to 
be seen in a long time is “Le 
Voyage en Ballon” (The Voy 
age in a Balloon), directed by 
Albert Lamorisse, the imagina- 
tive Frenchman responsible for 
“The Red Balloon” and several 
other poetic films. Like “The 
Red Balloon” this witty and un- 
self-consciously lyrical 
film stars the director’s young 
son, Pascal Lamorisse, who has 
grown in charm and n- 
siveness as his father has 
grown in intensity and the pow- 
er to follow an insight wher- 
ever it might lead. 


The balloon has grown too; 
although it took all the bal- 
loons in Paris to carry off the 
child in the earlier film, it now 
takes only one great big one, 
complete with a 


(Andre Gille), 
member of a. Paris balloonist 
society. ‘Together they travel, 
first in a short trip which takes 
them above streams and castles 
not far from Paris, and then 
a long journey which takes 
them over snow-capped moun- 
tains, over the marshes of 
— France, to the sea it - 
self. 


As they travel in the balloon 
they see patterns af beauty 
that have perhaps never before 
been so appreciated. Airplanes 
go too fast, helicopters can’t 
drift. Below are half-plowed 
fields, the colora of the earth 
and grass almost eating each 
other in their intensity, hoary 
old village rooftops, castles 
bridging the streams, the radi- 
cal pattern of Paris. 


So much moves; the balloon 
itself is moving, and countering 
its drifting are birds wheeling 
over a river, their flight itself 
countered by the flow of the 
stream. Fields blow in the 
wind and animals run. And on 
the ground trailing after the 
balloon is an old open touring 
car, driven by Maurice Baquet, 
the assistant, and loaded with 
spare parts and provisions. Not 
only is the car moving (some- 
times almost as if self-guided) 
but once a long colorful gas bag 
unfolds itself and spills full 
length behind the car, where it 
trails until the sprawling assist- 
ant slowly winds it back. 


As we watch this thoroughly 
charming and diverting film, 
we begin to realize that this 
visual poem is about poetry or 
the imagination itself, the 
means by which we see what 
is ordinarily hidden from us. 


The little boy and his grand- 
father wear turn-of-the-century 
clothes in their travels over 
modern France, as if to show 
the imagination belongs to all 
ages and periods.

The nation’s payments post- 
tion has shown “very substanti- 
al improvement” from the de- 
ficits which caused a serious 
drain on gold stocks for more 
than two years, the depart- 
ment’s Office of Business Eco- 
nomics said. It added: 


“The gold price in the Lon- 
don market has returned to the 
normal range and speculation 
in gold has been dampened.” 


Actually, although the report 
did not so specify, the Treas- 
ury showed a slight upturn in 
gold holdings last week. The 
outflow was halted in the last 
week of February; on March 
1 President John F. Kennedy 
told his news conference that 
there had been no net outflow 
in that week for the first time 
since July 1960. 

The Commerce Department's 
report on the dramatic shift in 
the gold flow was appended to 
its regular report on the trend 
of international payments in 
the final quarter of 1960 and 
for that year as a whole.

John Pastore, chairman 
of a Senate foreign commerce 
subcommittee. he said the sug- 
gested Presidential commission 
should study: 

1. Companies that claim 
bankruptcy or damage due to 
import competition. 

2. Alleged and actual profit 
margins in a wide sampling of 
plants, with reference to the ex- 
tent of oligopolistic and mono- 
polistic methods of pricing. 

3. Competition between the 
north and south for textile 
plants. 
4. The efficiency of equip- 
ment and production costs in 
various textile plants located 
throughout the country, with 
analysis of amounts of money 
spent on promotion, research, 
and new product development 
by individual textile manufac- 
turers. ; 
5. The manmade fiber and 
garment industries. 
6. The textile. industry in 
relation to growth of total 
economy. 
7. The importance of textiles 
in the growth of underdevelop- 
ed countries and in relation, 
thereby, to our foreign econom- 
ic policy.

Ishikawa said the association

the self-imposed quotas on Japa- 
nese cotton textile imports has 
resulted in a sharp drop (from

‘Trends in Economics 
By ANALYST 


Balance of Payments Discussed a 


Upon closer analysis, the un- 
expectedly big current account 
deficit in the balance of pay- 
ments for January harbors more 
than seasonal factors, and in- 
dications are that it presents a 
more serious problem than at 
first believed and realized. 
Estimates point to another big 
deficit in bruary. 

The cautious and rather 
alarming views are based on a 
careful examination of customs, 
foreign exchange and particu- 
larly letter of credit statistics, 
the last of which portend the 
shape of things to come for 
several months ahead in for- 
e trade. 

e Government, however, is 
most optimistic anc has no in- 
tention of revision the economic 
outlook and business behavior 
adopted last Jan. 30 concerning 
the rest of the current -fiscal 
year as well as the ensuing fis- 
cal year. This economic outlook 
is significant in that into it is 
woven the long-range economic 
plan involving the much moot- 
ed “national income doubling.” 
And the balance of payments 
gees occupies a top position 
n any business and economic 
outlook and planning. It is the 
final and crucial indicator of 
the nation’s economic health. 


Government Outlook 

The Government economic 
outlook calls for an over-all bal- 
ance of payments surplus of 
$600 million at the end of the 
current fiscal year. And the gold 
and foreign exchange reserves 
at the end of this month are ex- 
pected to hit the $2,000 million 
mark. These rather buoyant 
estimates are based on the big- 
ger-than-estimated exports to 
other than American areas, im- 
ports rise keeping to within the 
range of legitimate domestic 
economic growth, belated Amer- 
ican dollar saving effects and 
the big surplus in short-term 
capital transactions. 

And although not so buoyant, 
the outlook for the coming fis- 
cal year is still a balance of pay- 
ments surplus of about $200 mil- 
lion, and a 9.2 per cent growth 
after price adjustment. 

Gloomier View

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While these proposals are no doubt made in good faith, 
it appears to us that several of them must be the business 
of the Congolese leaders and people rather than of the 
United Nations. It should be obvious, having regard to 
the peculiar conditions obtaining in the Congo, with its 
many different tribes, that no outside effort to dictate 
what sort of government the country as a whole should 
have is likely to be successful. Nor do we think that the 
making of constitutions is one of the functions envisaged 
in the Charter for the United Nations. 

The future of the Congo must be decided by the 
Congolese themselves, we are convinced, and this is the 
reason why we have entertained hopes that the Tananarive 
conference might be productive of some results. It seems 
a pity that Mr. Gizenga has not come forward to join the 
other leaders in formulating a workable scheme. It is 
quite possible that Mr. Gizenga would like to do so but 
that Moscow is exerting all its influence to prevent him 
from cooperating with his fellowcountrymen. And this 
might serve to explain Mr. Gromyko’s uncompromising 
attitude on Tuesday before the U.N. General Assembly. 


Art and Privacy 


| Arita's Suit Against Mishima First in Japanese Legal History 


* 


A civil suit filed last week by 
a’ onetime foreign minister 
against one of the very top 
Writers of Japan is likely to de- 
velop into the most controver- 
sial court case since Lady Chat- 
terley’s Lover went on trial 
here in 1950. 


The complainant is Hachiro 
Arita, 76, the foreign minister 
of Prince Fumimaro Konoye’s 


sounding defeat in last year's 
Tokyo gov p race. On 
the receivi end of the legal 
action is Yukio Mishima, 36, 
well-known not only in Japan 
for his early rise to li 
fame but also abroad throug 
translations of some of his 
works, e.g. “The Temple of the 
Golden mon“ and “The 
Sound of the Waves.” 
What oecasioned the court ac- 
tion is Mishima’s recent novel, 
“Utage no Ato” (After the Ban- 
quet) which, when completed 
last summer as a ser- 
jes, received favorable com- 
ments by literary critics. Later 
last year, it was published in 
book form. 

Not Libel Suit 


Arita’s complaint is that the 
novel, which uses him and his 
divorced wife as the 


“peeped into his private life.” 

It is to be noted that this 
is not a libel suit. Because of 
the kind of the charge, the case 
is without a precedent in Japa- 
nese legal history. 

To be sure, the hero of the 
story is described as a former 
foreign minister who has since 
the end ot the war joined a 
“reformist party,” and was ask- 
ed to run for the Tokyo gov- 
ernchip against a conservative 
rival. Occupying an equally 
important position in the story 
is the voluptuous proprietress 
of a high-class restaurant who 
marries for love the proud but 
not too affluent sixtyish gentle- 
man, and then energetically 
campaigns for him by securing 
funds using her restaurant as 
a collateral. 

A high point of the plot is 
that in the course of the cam- 

ign, a heel blackmails the 

eroine with a brochure ex- 
posing her past that includes 
lurid descriptions of her affair 
with himself. Alt the 
candidate’s wife pays the ex- 
tortionist 71,000,000, thousands 
of copies of the pamphiet are 
distributed. This and other 
“dastardly” tricks by the rival 
candidate brings about 
hero’s defeat at the polls. 


To be sure, the general plot 
of the novel seems to coincide 
with the real-life circumstances 
of Socialist Arita. But apart 
from that, the story is all fic- 
tion—in details, descriptions 
and characterizations. 

Mishima does not deny that 
he did receive a hint from the 
facts about Arita’s candidature, 
the role Mrs. Arita played and 
the election result. But he as- 
serts that he did not intend this 
story to be a “moderu shosetsu” 
(roman a clef.) Thus he says: 
“This suit seems to be con- 
tary to the usual legal issue 
involving such novels. Ordinar- 
ily, a writer writes a roman a 
clef, trying to give the impres- 
sion that what's written there 
is the truth about the suggest- 
ed characters in real life. In 
my case, I wrote it as complete 
fiction and yet a person in real 
life offers to identify himself 
with the protagonist and com- 
plains that his privacy has been 
violated.” 

He said that he deliberately 
avoided reading published per- 
sonal accounts of the Aritas as 
well as the slanderous brochure 
distributed during the cam- 
paign, so as not to let these 
“facts” affect the writer’s crea- 
tive process. 

“The story is a creation of 
artistic authenticity, and not a 
recreation of actual happening,” 
the writer said. 

The same may be said of 
his earlier masterpiece, “Kin-

At issue dere, therefore, 
seems to be not the question of 
“what is art” or “when is art 
not art?” Nor is the question of 
libel involved here because both 
the hero and heroine are given 
as good characters and their 
emotions highly beautified.

The technical task to face 
the court would be to examine 
whether or not the novel under

In this t, the complain- 
ant finds a few factors in his 
favor, Firstly, there is the gen- 
eral similarity of the plot to his 
real life developments. Sec 
ondly, there is the time of the 
publication of the novel which 
followed closely the guberna- 
torial election. This time ele- 
ment is in fact an obstacle to 
one’s appreciation of the liter- 
ary. merits of the novel. The 
less a reader knows about the 
real life characters the better 
he is capable of enjoying it.

The question raised by the 
complainant, however, is a per- 
tinent one in principle: there 
is entirely too much disregard 
for privacy in Japanese public- 
ations. 

The only thing that seems 
wrong in the interest of the 
respect for privacy is the choice 
of the target. For the most 
culpable are not first-rate writ- 
ers like Mishima but the writ- 
ers of exposes and gossips in 
the weeklies and newspaper re- 
porters and cameramen who in 
the name of the freedom of the 
press intrude into the private 
lives of citizens. 

To the Occidentals, Japan is 
known as one country where 
the sense of privacy is absent. 
As a matter of fact, the word 
privacy has no equivalent in 
Japanese, and the complaint in 
question uses the English word 
itself (“puraibashii’”). 

Thus, the affairs may make 
some contribution to the West- 
ernization of Japan by at least 
being the first court case to 
deal with this hitherto untouch- 
ed question.
